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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Lim patent does not 
enable a user to update data from multiple data sources through the conduit. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The combination 
between NItahara and Kojima creates a conduit (as Applicant defined in the specification, the conduit Is a module or equivalent entities 
enable to collect and combine data and repesent it through a user Interface). The combination of NItahara and Kojima fail to allow the 
user to update data using this conduit without update it individually. The Examiner uses the Lim patent to cover this limitation using the 
system of NItahara and Kojima (the conduit). The user can update data from the central database In which stores replicated data from 
multiple data sources. As the result the combination between NItahara, Kojima, and Lim discloses a method for the user to update data 
from multiple data sources (Lim reference) through the conduit (Nihatara and Kojima), as claimed In the claim Invention. 
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
